The  past  year...  from  a Public  Health  point  of  viow,  has  boon  remarkable  in  this  area 
because  of  the  reception  and  housing  of  a large  number  of  evacuees  from  Hull  and 
Sunderland:.,  Despite  the  influx  of  children  and  mothers  from  those  towns  and  the 
consequent  -visiting  and  contacts  with  various  sources  no  epidemic  or  oven  increase  in 
infectious  disease  has  boon  apparent  as  was  almost  to  bo  expected* 

Other  noteworthy  points  arc  that  housing  work  has  gone  ahead  and  that  the  water 
supply  has  practically  boon  completed,,
